Iv exercise of the powere conferred by Section 18 of the 
Travancore Prevention of Begging Act 1120 (XIII of 1120) the 
Government of His Highness the Maharaja are pleased to make the 
following rules. 


THE TRAVANCORE PREVENTION OF 

BEGGING ROLES, 
MANAGEMENT OY SPECIAL HOME 
Å Home notified by Government shall accoinmodato persina 
who are not physically capable of ordinary toanual labour and wha. 
are commi’ted to it under the provisions of the Travalicore Preven . 
tion of Begging Act, 1120. or who have otherwise been admitted . 
The management of the Home skall vest in a Committee nominated 
or approved by Governinent. There shall be a Superintendent 
under the Comruittee who shall be the executive Officer 

VISITORS 
2. The Government shall nomitate not less than thri e visitors 
who may be non -officials , (one of whom shall be 8 woroan ) who 
sball visit the Home at least once in a month . The term of 
each euch visitor sball ba two years. The Couniesioner of the 
Corporation of Trivandrum or the Chairmat of the Municipal 
Council concerned , where there is 110 Commissioner, the Health 
Officer , the Distriot Magistrate and the Inspcctor General of Police 
chall be ex officio visitors . The visitors may record any sugges. 
tione in a book kept for the purpose. The Superintendent shall 
forward a copy of such suggestions to the Committeo ..

51. The remaining amount shall be deposited (in the Sirkar 
Savings Bank by the Superintendent and in his naine on behalf of 
the Committee. A ledger shall be kept in the office with a debit 
and oredit account against each inmate s name and at the end of 
cach quarter, a balance sheet shall be drawo ap and exhibited for 
the information of the inwater . 

59. The amount deposited in the Savings Bauk shall be uti 
lised as directed by the managing Committee. 

53. The Superintendeöt shall be responsible for the escort of 
any inmato to and from any distant place of work and for his safe 
custody in the work-house, 
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RITATBIATION OF NON - TRAVANCORI BEGGA38.
